subsided by about 3pm on Christ¬ 
mas Day. 

The pub, situated in a dip, was 
flooded just three days earlier. 

He said: “We have had a lot of 
floods now and then for the last 
two months.” 

Andrew Wills, who enjoyed a 
family meal at the pub on Christ¬ 
mas Day, congratulated the staff 
on their efforts. 

He said: “They did a fantastic 
job. They had gone out of their 
way and gave some free drinks to 
keep everyone happy. 

“It probably helped the atmo¬ 
sphere because everyone was 
squeezed together.”

Police hunt burglars who 
hit the elderly over Xmas

An image of a “cynical and 
cowardly” burglar has been re¬ 
leased by police who are hunt¬ 
ing him for targeting elderly 
women over the festive season. 

The man was one of a pair 
who burgled one pensioner’s 
home and tried to burgle an¬ 
other, shortly after 7pm last 
Friday, December 28, in the 
same block of flats off Sutton 
Lane in Banstead. 

He got in by forcing open a 
locked communal door and 
then got into their flats be¬ 
cause the front doors appear to 
have been left unlocked. 

He entered the flat of an 89- 
year-old woman telling her he 
had come to give her her hand¬ 
bag back, claiming he had re¬ 
trieved it from some teenagers 
in the area who had stolen it. 

The woman checked the bag 
and discovered £80 in cash had 
been stolen. 

The man then persuaded the 
woman to check her flat to see 
if anything further was miss¬ 
ing. Afterwards she noticed 
someone had carried out an 
untidy search of a number of 
rooms, but nothing further ap¬ 
peared to have been taken. 


The woman saw the man 
with another man as he left 
the flat. 

The second incident saw a 
second man enter another flat 
in the block and tell the 87- 
year-old woman living there he 


and a friend had caught two 
men who had stolen money 
from her. 

She did not believe the man 
and asked him to leave, she 
then saw him run off down the 
stairs with another man. 


Police searched the area 
thoroughly, conducted house- 
to-house inquiries and are re¬ 
viewing CCTV footage. 

Detective Constable James 
Cumming said: “These inci¬ 
dents are obviously concern¬ 
ing as the offenders have 
specifically-targeted elderly 
victims living alone in a block 
of flats. 

“Both understandably were 
left very shaken and upset. 

“The suspects have obviously 
gone to considerable effort to 
target the elderly victims and 
were clearly prepared to take 
risks to get what they wanted.” 

The man in the first burglary 
was white, in his 40s, of medi¬ 
um build, about 5ft 8ins and 
had a round, clean-shaven 
face. He wore a dark knitted 
beanie hat, dark jacket and 
dark trousers and spoke softly 
with a south London accent. 

The man who entered the 
other woman’s flat was white, 
in his 30s, of a heavy build, 
clean shaven, fair haired and 
was wearing a flat cap, dark 
jacket and dark trousers.

□ The racing community and 
residents of Epsom Downs 
were stunned when a gale 
ripped off part of a huge roof 
at the racecourse, home to the 
world-famous Epsom Derby. 

At 9.40am on January 3 
gusts, believed to be in excess 
of 60mph, peeled back a large 
part of the roof of the £23.5m 
Duchess Stand. 

□ Singer and dancer Phoebe 
Jones, 20, made headlines 
around the world after escap¬ 
ing from a magician’s box as 
the Costa Concordia capsized 
off the Italian coast on Jan¬ 
uary 13. Miss Jones, from Wal¬ 
ton, who graduated from the 
Laine Theatre Arts in East 
Street, Epsom, last July, was 
performing on stage to 4,000 
passengers when the ship 
began to sink. Stagehands 
rushed to free her from the 
box. 

□ A disabled pensioner was 
burned to death in his home in 
Stoneleigh Park Road on Jan¬ 
uary 8, to the horror of his 
neighbours, who witnessed the 
inferno. A neighbour woken by 
sirens said: “Flames were lick¬ 
ing out from the downstairs. 
We are all shocked and sad.” 


February 


□ A taxi ride home on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day turned into a night¬ 
mare when the Martin family 
spotted a terrifying appari¬ 
tion on the Ewell bypass that 
looked and moved like the leg¬ 
endary Spring-heeled Jack - a 
mysterious figure reported to 
be responsible for a string of 
attacks in the 1800s and 
known for his ability to leap 
great heights. 

□ Proposals to move the fire 
and ambulance stations from 
Epsom and replace them with 


a food store sparked strong 
opposition from residents.

Mother’s Day as he took part 
in a time trial in Notting¬ 
hamshire. Andrew Risdale, 
43, who was a member of 
Epsom Cycling Club, died on 
March 18, while taking part 
in the Trent Valley 10-mile 
time trial. 

□ Epsom’s role as home to the 
world-famous Derby horse 
race was celebrated when the 
words Home to the Derby 
were added to signs on the 
borough’s boundaries. Epsom 
and Ewell Council and Epsom 
Downs Racecourse jointly un¬ 
veiled the tribute to the race, 
which has been run on the 
Downs since the 18th century. 
The Derby has been run at 
Epsom every year since its 
conception in 1780, except 
during the world wars, when 
it was run at Newmarket.

□ Russian prostitute Natalia 
Woolley, 38, from West Kens¬ 
ington, was sentenced to just 
three years behind bars after 
being acquitted of the murder 
of 69-year-old retired accoun¬ 
tant Winston Fernandez, who 
she left dying after breaking 
17 of his ribs during the attack 
at his home in February in 
Longdown Lane North, Ewell. 

□ Police launched a manhunt 
after a man attempted to pull a 
girl walking home alone to¬ 
wards his silver car in 
Stoneleigh. Despite extensive 
enquiries and reassurance pa¬ 
trols in the area over many 
weeks police were unable to 
find the culprit.

Inde¬ 
pendent candidate Kevin Hur¬ 
ley won the election on 
November 15, after getting 
52,793 votes out of an elec¬ 
torate of 856,968 - just six per 
cent of the vote. The overall 
turnout for the county was a 
meagre 15.7 per cent. 

□ A leaked staff bulletin re¬ 
vealed the UK’s largest hip 


and knee replacement centre, 
based in Epsom hospital, 
looked set to be handed over 
to another trust to run. News 
that the hospital looked likely 
to lose control of the unit next 
April sparked fears that the 
three other London trusts 
who are partners in the cen¬ 
tre, Kingston, Croydon and St 
George’s hospitals, could then 
move the centre, or part of it, 
to another hospital.

□ Burglars broke into a

The Epsom youth club which 
was attended by Paralympic 
gold medallist David Weir 
has spoken of its pride after 
he was made a Commander 
of the British Empire, writes 
Hardeep Matharu. 

The athlete won four gold 
medals at London 2012 - in 
the 5,000m, 1,500m and 800m 
track events, and in the 
marathon. 

Weir, from Wallington, at¬ 
tended Epsom Phab as a 
youngster - a club which has 
provided activities for dis¬ 
abled and able-bodied chil¬ 
dren for the past 30 years. 

The club, based at Linton’s 
Youth Centre in Epsom, last 
month celebrated securing a 
new home, and its future, 
after Surrey County Council 
said it would be selling its 
leasehold in the centre. 

Club leader Julia Giles said 
Weir’s achievement was “in¬ 


spirational” and that the club 
would love to have him back 
for a visit. 

She said: “It’s fantastic. It 
was well-deserved because it 
was such a huge achievement 
for him to win four gold 
medals in such a range of dis¬ 
ciplines at London 2012. 

“He was doing the track 
events, as well as the 
marathon on the final week¬ 
end. 

“To do the marathon at that 
point was brilliant. 

“We took a huge group of 
people to see him and it was 
really great because we al¬ 
ways go to see him in the 
London marathon each year 
and there is hardly anyone 
there. But during the Para¬ 
lympics it was so packed that 
we hardly got a view of him. 

“It would be fantastic to 
have him come back and visit 
if he had the time to do it. 


“There’s been talk of him 
retiring, but hopefully, with 
the success he has achieved, 
he will carry on as he is such 
an inspiration to disabled 


and able-bodied people. 

“We’re very proud of him 
and it’s so good to see Para¬ 
lympians being recognised 
alongside Olympians.”
